Within the brief space of three months, since the passage of 
the School bill, Boards of Public Instruction have been appoint- 
ed in two-thirds of all the counties of the State, and they are 
preparing for the speedy cpening of schools. The appointments 
tor the other counties will be made as soon as the recommenda- 
tions are sent in by the representatives whose duty it is to se- 
lect them. A copy of the law has been sent to every school 
officer and member of the Legislature. 

The Superintendent has had the pleasure of meeting person- 
ally the members of several of the County Boards, and has been 
gratified to find them composed of men of so much capacity for 
and earnest interest in the work. At the interviews which we 
have had, opportunity has been afforded for obtaining informa- 
tion concerning the wants of the respective counties and ex- 
plaining such portions of the law as were not fully -understood. 
These visits will be continued. But it will be impossible, in the 
midst of the exacting duties of office work, to extend them to 
all the counties in time to give each Board the information 
which seems to be required. The following questions are select- 
ed from among the most pertinent that have frequently arisen. 
The answers to them are intended to aid school officers in their 
study of the law. <A careful perusal of the law, with the forms 
and regulations accompanying, will. be necessary to arrive at 
a full understanding of the system.

Justice of the Peace. 

One copy is to be recorded in the office of the Clerk of the 
County Court, and another sent to the Superintendent of Pwhb- 
lic Instruction. 

4. What compensation should a County Superintendent re- 
ceive? 

ANSWER. No fixed salary for each can be named, because 
the work will be light in some counties and heavy in others.

The schools must be established ; the salvation of the youth 
from ignorance and the prosperity of the State depend upon 
this. But the tax should not be unreasonable. The power to 
tax implies also a congiderate regard for the ability of the tax 
payers to meet it when levied. ‘The rates of tax proposed for 
school purposes by different Boards vary from one-fourth to one- 
half of one per cent.

Answer. Thisshould depend upon the teacher’s qualifications, 
and on the demands of the position npon the teacher's strength. 

None but thoroughly competent teachers should be employed. 
We cannot. have good schools with poorand indifferent teachers. 

A teacher worthily holding a Third-class Certificate, should 
receive, for teaching a neighborhood school, at. least, $22 per 
month above the cost of board. 

A teacher of unquestioned experience and ability, bolding a 
Second-class certificate, ought to be paid twice that amount. 

16. How long should schools be continued each year? 

Answer. The Constitution contemplates that schools shall 
be kept up, as may be provided by law, during not less than 
three months annually ; failure to do so works a forfeiture of 
the State appointment by the district [county] during such 
neglect. See the &th section of Article 8 of the Constitution, 
also the third clause on page 9 of the law. 

The law provides that schools shall be maintained during 
not less than three montis annually, for all the youth, as far as

practicable, residing in the county (which is the district), who 
are between the ages of six and twenty-one years. The time 
includes all recognized State and national holidays. 

To be entitled to a portion of the Common School Fund of 
the State, schools should be maintained, as indicated in the last 
paragraph, this year. 

17. What assistance can be obtained from the Freedman’s 
Bureau in building school houses ? 

ANSWER. Very important aid my be secured from the pres- 
ent.efficient head of that establishment for this State, General 
Geo. W. Gile, at Jacksonville. Application should ‘be made 
direct to him for instructions. Those who want to procure the 
benefits of aid from the general government, and save the coun- 
ties an amount of taxation equal to the assistance. obtained, 
should make no delay in the matter.
